Aberdeen-Angus Cattle in 1919 


Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle have every reason to be satisfied 
with the trade experiences of the past 
year. Prices reached a level never be- 
fore touched, and the general trend of 
business is developing along encourag- 
ing lines. Both at home and abroad ea 
there has been manifest a great quickening of interes 7 : 5 
connected with the breed, and there is every indication tha muc 
better times are in store for Aberdeen-Angus cattle than ever be- 
fore. Much will depend on breeders themselves. With eleven 
Smithfield championships to its credit over a period of twenty-one 
shows, and with a like number at Chicago over the past —— 
shows, the breed is doing its share all right, and is giving a goo 
account of itself when placed in the severest of competition. But 
there are obvious ways in which the fat stock show and beef record 
of the breed can be backed up by breeders, so that the general in- 
terests of this great race of cattle may be advanced, not only abroad, 
but at home, for it ig _ to - forgotten that even at home 

is great room for development. aa 
as? psa he sales presented many very gratifying features. At 
eight centres in Scotland, England, and Ireland 1,311 bulls brought 
a total of £80,872 8s., or an average of £61 3s. 9d., while 187 cows 
and heifers made £13,279 7s., or an average of £71 Os. 3d. The lead- 
ing sale was, as usual, that held at Perth, when there was exper- 
ienced the best trade ever enjoyed by the breed, 280 bulls selling at 
an average price of £112 16s. 4d., while cows averaged £71 13s. 3d., 
two-year-old heifers £114 3s. 11d., and yearling heifers £95 Os. 1d. 
This is by far the largest average for bulls made at Perth, compar- 
ing, as it does, with £65 5s. 9d. in 1918, £64 3s. 7d. in 1917, and £45 


5s. in 1916. The top 
price was 2,800 gs., 
made by a couple of 
bulls, viz., Sir George 
Macpherson Grant’s 
Euripus of Ballindal- 
loch, which was acquir- 
ed for the Harviestoun 
herd, and Mr. J. E. 
Kerr’s reserve cham- 
pion Emblem of Har- 
viestoun, which was ac- 
quired for Messrs. Bar- 
reto, Buenos Aires. The

The Doddies Advancing Everywhere 


twenty prize-winning young bulls 
made an average of over £700. 

Some fine nrices were also paid 
for females, the pick of these, at 500 
gs., 400 gs., and 360 gs., falling to Mr. 
Wallace, Candacraig, better known in 
the Shorthorn world in connection 
with the Edgcote and now the Balcairn herd. Mr. Wallace is found- 
ing a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and, judging from his initial 
purchases, he means it to take a leading place. At the Aberdeen 
sale 370 bulls made an average of £51 9s. 10d., a-drop of slightly 
over £3 on the average of the previous year, a fact which is largely 
accounted for by the very big entry of 428. The championship was 
won by Mr. Charles Penny’s Everwise III of Skillymarno, which was 
acquired for the Argentine at 450 gs., while he was also reserve 
with Erynos II, which made 300 gs. to Mr. Chapman, of Slackdale. 
Mr. Penny also sold a son of the record-priced cow (580 gs.) at 450 
gs. to go to the head of the Dalmeny herd, while an unplaced bull 
from Ballindalloch was purchased at 410 gs. for Mr. Cumming, 
Kinermony. The Birmingham sale presented few features, trade be- 
ing rather slow, despite a few purchases for South America and 
Rhodesia. The average was £41 5s. 7d., with a top price of 150 gs., 
paid by Mr. Cridlan for Mr. Board’s champion. At Dublin the cham- 
pionship was won by Mr. F. J. Robb’s Perinthian, a Pride of Mul- 
ben bull, which was acquired by Mr. James Whyte at 610 gs., and 
which was greatly admired when, later on in the season, he headed 
his class at the Highland. 

There was no more encouraging feature in connection with the 
spring sales than the spirit shown by the exporters for the South 
American trade in trying to secure a number of the lots. Never at 
any previous sale have they been so strongly represented, and nev- 
er has there been so much direct buying for export purposes, though 
for the most part the prices, with one or two exceptions, did not 
represent the higher 
range of values. Still 
more gratifying is it to 
know that the ventures, 
so far as we have heard 
of them, have turned 
cut very well for the ex- 
porters, the results of 
one sale, which comes 
to hand as we write, 
showing an average of 
close on £500. A report 
of the sale, given by 
the Standard of Buenos 
Aires, states: “Bidding 
was slow and dragging 
right throughout the 
sale of the Shorthorn 
bulls, and it was only 
when the Aberdeen-An- 
gus sires entered the 
ring that there was any 
real sign of animation.” 

While too much 
ought not to be read 
into these words, they 
can at least be taken as 
Sold for 2800 guineas 
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as indication of the extent to which the breed’s inter- 
ests are growing in Argentina, where, less than a de- 
cade ago, sales of bulls of the breed were thought to 
pe scarcely worth listing. It is reasonable to expect 
that this market, which last year absorbed about sixty. 
of the cattle exported, will grow appreciably. Some of 
the largest estanciercs are giving the breed a trial, 
and wherever a fair trial is given there should be 
little doubt as to the result. At the show of the Ar- 
gentine Aberdeen-Angus Association—a body which 
has done most valuable wor in furthering the inter- 
ests of the breed in South America—the champion 
bull, shown by Pedro Estanguet, sold at £1,000. At 
the show of the Rural Society the breed champion 
was won by Messrs. Hale & Co. with a heifer, Senor 
B. Barreto having the male championship with a 
yearling bull which made £1,500; while one of the im- 
ported bulls made close on £2,000. 


The autumn sales were only moderately success- 
ful. There was quite a big programme in Englan'l, 
including the dispersion of the herds owned by Mr. 
Drummond, of Swaylands, and Admiral Sir Hed- 
worth, Meux, of Theobald’s Park, Herts. Large draft 
sales were also held by Mr. McIntyre, Theakston; 
Mr. Collard, Minster Abbey; the Duke of Grafton, 
Wakefield; and Mr. Carter, Grymsdyke. The sales 
were marked by rather small attendances, and in 
some cases the results were disappointing. The bes: 
sales were those of the cattle owned by Sir Hedworth 
Meux, forty-four of which, including sixteen calves, 
made an average of £73 15s. 3d., and by Mr. Carter, 
who, for twenty-two head, of which nine were calves, 
had an average of £91 6s. 9d. 

The principal sale during the autumn was that 
held in Aberdeen in October, for which there was 
an entry of over 400, numbers being swelled on ac- 
count of the all too numerous cases of scarcity of 
winter keep. For the best lots there was geod <e- 
mand, cows selling up to 280 gs., two-year-old heifers 
up to same figure, yearlings up to 300 gs., heifer 
calves up to 400 gs., and bulls up to 260 gs. The av- 
erage for 335 head was £66 8s. 10d. 


Though Uruguay, Brazil, and the United States 
have also figured in the list of importing countries 
during the year, by far the best market has been 
provided by South Africa, in which country the 
breed is making great headway. For the various 
parts of the Union and for Rhodesia there were ship- 
ped about 270 head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and a 
feature of these shipments has been that, though the 
old-time conservative policy in the matter of price is 
still being too rigidly adhered to in a few cases, there 
is a far more gcneral tendency to import a higher 
class of animal. Though the transaction was a priv- 
ate one, we have heard of a bull of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed acquired for South Africa at approxi- 
mateiy £2,000, which is a very great step in advance 
of the idea of values which has hitherto prevailed. 
If, with the moderate-priced material which has 
hitherto been imported, the breed has been able to 
set up such a record in the sale ring, and at shows, 
breeding and fat, as it now enjoys throughout Scuth 
Africa, great development may be locked for as the 
result of the better class cf stock that importers are 
willing to take, now that the cattle diseases are be- 
coming better understood, and the values of an ex- 
port trade in high-class meat more thoroughly ap- 
preciated. 

There is little doubt but that shipping difficul- 
ties, coupled with the very heavy freight and insur- 
ance rates, are operating greatly against a develop- 
ment of the export trade. Shipping companies seem 
to be paying big dividends; but all the time, as ex- 
porters know to their cost, freight charges are the 
reverse of decreasing, and though latterly insurance 
rates have offered to ease a little, they form in all 
conscience a pretty considerable item in the shipping 
expenses. The difficulty has been more especially 
felt as affecting Australasia, to which parts, as re- 
gards exports, the year has been almost a_ blank. 
Aberdeen-Angus matters are, however, showing 
marked progress, one outward sign being the forma- 
tion of an Australian Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Soci- 
ety, with headquarters in Brisbane, so that with so- 
cieties at work in Canada, United States, Argentina, 
South Africa, New Zealand, and Australia, the breed 
is fast assuming cosmopoli- [Continued on page 26 


Blue Bell, Champion at Smithfield 


Here are the Smithfield and Edinburgh champions, both three-quarter 
Aberdeen-Angus. The blue gray heifer, Blue Bell, is the first yearling ever 
named at Smithfield, and she was the choice of two out of three judges for 
the Edinburgh show as well, but other judges earlier in the show reversed 
placing of these two, and the rules prevented a reversal of the standing in 
the same show, but at Smithfield the next week, the heifer had her revenge. 
Since she was sired by Edgar of Dalmeny, the Wildwood herd bull, she is of 
unusual interest to U. S. breeders. The Edinburgh champion weighed 1658 
at 2 years, 8 months and 14 days; shown by Alex. Reid. The yearling heifer 
weighed 1123 pounds at 1 year, 9 months and 5 days as she appeared at Ed- 
inburgh. Both were sired by Aberdeen-Angus bulls and from cross-bred 
cows sired by Aberdeen-Angus bulls. “Victory was lying all along the line 
of the cattle bred with a double dash of Aberdeen-Angus blood,” says London 
Live Stock Journal.

me years ago, after purchasing 
a Pr a Westchester County, New 
York, of which the fertility had become 
deficient and where but little live stock 
had-been kept, it was quite natural that 
I should first be led to decide upon cattle 
of one of the dairy breeds with which to _ a 
provide the live stock feature of my farming activities—natural, 
because they were the only type known there aside from common 
stock of unknown and uncertain extraction. 

Some kind of livestock was required to make use of the pas- 
tures and help restore the fertility of the soil—that was undeniable; 
consequently, a number of registered ‘young heifers and a bull of 
one of the dairy breeds were selected. There was no desire to en- 
gage in the business of producing milk, and it was planned to sell 
the bulk of the stock for breeding or dairy purposes as they came 
to the milking age, keeping the young stock to fill their places. 
Experience, however, soon showed that satisfactory prices for neith- 
er of these can be obtained without some record of a test of capac- 
ity in milk production in the parent stock. This would have in- 
volved the establishment of a modern dairy with extensive build- 
ings, equipment, and attendant labor increase, growing each year 
into a more perplexing problem and a more expensive item. Ca- 
pable men trained in successfully managing and overseeing the 
intricate details of a modern dairy establishment are scarce, and 
rightfully demand a high price for their services; men of any other 
kind soon drive the owner to distraction. It is difficult in any 
event for the owner who must be absent for part of the year to 
free himself from the burdens and responsibilities of the modern 
dairy plant. A little study thus reveals the fact that the modern 
successful dairy is a specialized business requiring a favorable lo- 
cation, skill of a highly technical character, and land capable of 
intensive cultivation in an economical manner. 

When these facts were realiz- 
ed, a study of the beef breeds, so 


Clarence W. Eckhardt, of New 
York, Tells Why He Replaced a 
Dairy herd with Aberdeen-Anagus 


Aberdeen-Angus cattle have alse 
shown themselves well adapted to East- 
ern climatic and farming conditions. A 
strong point,in favor of cattle of this 
breed when maintained for beef produc- 
tion is the economy of labor that they 
make possible. All that is necessary for 
the breeding herd in summer is a good pasture, the calves running 
with their mothers. We have also obtained excellent results with 
steers, securing gains of from two to two and a half pounds per 
day by feeding them linseed oil cake once a day in the pasture field. 
A distinct improvement in the condition of the pastures has re- 
sulted from this plan, and in some lots the carrying capacity has 
been more than doubled. 

The winter management also is quite simple, and a dry shed 
open to the south is a suitable shelter. The breeding herd or 


Steers being carried over, will hold their flesh or even make gains 


on a liberal ration of corn silage with some clover hay and one 
pound per day of cottonseed meal. Maintenance of a breeding herd 
along the lines indicated, possesses therefore, two important fea- 
tures, the saving of labor (so important in farm problems of to- 
day) and the economical use of grain in the ration. 

There is no desire in speaking thus of the Aberdeen-Angus to 
cast a cloud upon the bright record of other beef breeds; indeed my 
strong conviction is that we are to see before long a tremendous 
increase in the number of pure bred beef cattle in New York and 
the New England States, an increase in which all the beef breeds 
will take part. 

The day of the cheap steer of ten and fifteen years ago has 
passed; the rising values of Western lands, the cutting up of the 
ranges, the steady increase in population, and the growth of in- 
dustrial centres, all insure a constantly increasing demand for 
meat at stable prices. 

The chief reasons which influ- 
ence my choice of a beef breed have 
added force and weight at the pres-

ent time when we hear the con- 


made, and the Aberdeen-Angus 
was selected to take the place of 
the dairy breed, because, in my 
opinion, it fills the present day re- 
quirements for a beef animal. The 
characteristics of these cattle 
which enable them to fulfill these 
requirements may briefly be de- 
seribed as follows: 

They are hardy, hornless, and 
easy and economical feeders; they 
meet the growing demand for early 
matured cattle and baby beef; and 
the mcat is of the highest quality. 
They hold the record for carcass 
yield,, namely 76% per ecnt of 
dressed meat to live weight. Of 
course, the real test of a_ beef 
breed is that made at the butcher’s 
tlock, and the fact that well fin- 
ished Aberdeen-Angus steers are 
invariably market toppers proves 
their value in this respect. In the 
battle of the breeds at the great 
fat stock shows of the world they 
hold an enviable record, as is shown 
by the history of the Edinburgh 
Fat Stock Show of Scotland, the 
great London Smithfield Show, and 
our own Chicago International; at 
the last named exposition the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus in competitinon with 
all breeds has won the grand cham- 
pionship for fat carcass seventeen 
out of eighteen times, for carload 
lots of steers fourteen out of eigh- 
teen times, and for single steers

stant cry to the farms from the 
food consuming centres for pro- 
duction and still more production— 
but, it is beyond argument that for 
an ample and continuous supply 
the price for the product must show 
some profit over the cost. The new 
day which has dawned in the in- 
dustrial centres has spread to the 
farms and here also the old order 
is passing for that of higher pay 
and shorter hours. 

This means a readjustment on 
many farms and that dairy farmers 
unfavorably situated will be unable 
to meet the mounting cost for la- 
bor and other expense. To these, 
meat production and particularly 
beef herds, because of the economy 
in labor cost, will loudly present 
their appealing claims. 

It means further that with a 
ready market and steady demand, 
that thousands of acres of Eastern 
lands suitable for the growing of 
forage and with pastures now 
vielding no adequate return will be 
pressed into service to supply a 
larger proportion of the beef we 
consume. 

The hills and valleys of the 
East which once grazed steers will 
again be employed for this pur- 
pose on an even larger scale than 
formerly, and breeding herds de- 
signed to produce many of these 
steers to be finished here will be- 


eleven out of eighteen times. 

My experience in breeding and feeding has amply confirmed my 
good opinion of the Angus. Actual tests in finishing out steers 
have proved that they can be profitably produced even on our rough 
lands here, and turned off at eighteen months at 1200 pounds each. 
They are equally desirable for marketing as two year old’ nd can 
be carried to this age by the liberal use of the abundant pasture 
and forage available in the East, with a limited use of grain ex- 
cept at the finish. 


come an important feature. The new herds that are constantly be- 
ing established and the active interest in the subject taken by the 
farmers indicate that they are alive to the possibilities and to the 
opportunities for profit that the enterprise presents. 

A breed must be selected that will most economically turn the 
feed into beef and both my convictions and my experience tell me 
that Aberdeen-Angus cattle are admirable for this purpose. For 
generations they have been bred with this in view until the beef 
type and early maturity have both become strongly established as 
breed characteristics. 
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KEEP YOUR EYE ON PERTH; 
IT’S THE INDEX OF WORLD TRADE. 

During the first week of February occurs the annual Perth 
shows and sales of Aberdeen-Angus in Scotland. Keep your eye 
on Perth and study closely the sales there, both as to distribution 
of the cattle and the prices. Perth is the world index for Aber- 
deen-Angus. Our U. S. breeders may bring out the Perth cham- 
pion; let us hope so, for we need more Earl Evics of Ballindalloch, 
and the Old Country business needs the stimulation of a few buyers 
of top stuff from this side. We have been kept away from the 
Old Country market by foot-and-mouth disease and war too long 
now. A little trade in top bulls is needed right now to send the 
year 1920 off right and inspire every Aberdeen-Angus center of 
activity. There will be bulls go to South America and South Af- 
rica, while many of England’s and Scotland’s best herds will invest 
in young sires to head their herds. Possibly Australia and New 
Zealand will also take some, but we most certainly want to see one 
or more of the best bulls of the bunch come to the United States 
this year. 

The Perth event is staged by the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle So- 
ciety, and annually draws upwards of 300—sometimes close to 500— 
bull calves from every herd of consequence in Scotland. We have 
nothing like it on this side, but it is the big bull event of the year 
for the world. While it is not exclusively a bull event, mainly it 
is a market for the bull crop. A championship there is the biggest 
prize of the young bull world, one might say. Since 1890 it has 
been the big event in Old Country Aberdeen-Angus circles. We 
will have a report of the Perth event as early as possible, in the 
next issue, we hope, and possibly we can get Alex. Minty to write 
us his impressions of this year’s Perth show and sale. “Alex” 
will see it and may possibly be a buyer for the Woodcote herd at 
the same time.

Some conspicuous examples of unselfish field service of breed- 
ers that bring returns stand out wherever one looks. The late A 
D. Wilcox went to great expense and time to get Aberdeen-Angus 
calves in the hands of the boys and girls. Clarence W. Eckardt 
went to considerable personal expense of time and money to get out 
show herds and stir up enthusiasm in the East. J. J. Logan, down 
in Florida, put out a calendar to boost the breed in his State and 
on that calendar he put the name and address of every breeder of 
Doddies in his State. Will Hill sends the Journal to every man in 
the South who bought cattle at his sales. A. D. Bradshaw sends 
out all the literature the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As. 
sociation will furnish him; and so does B. P. Evans and a dozen 
others. Campbell Brothers and their neighbors put on an annual 
picnic. “Lew” Canum goes to considerable time to help a neighbor 
boy pick out steers for show. W. E. Scripps hired the local movie 
hall for two nights and invited in everybody within fifty miles, 
buying advertising space in the newspapers to bring them to ik 
show.

THE BIGGEST SALE SEASON IS COMING: 
BEGINNERS SHOULD WATCH CLOSELY 

Probably the greatest year of public auctions the breed has ever 
enjoyed is opening up just ahead. Many breeders will be holding 
the first sales, either as individuals or as associations of breedcrs. 
While they will have the help and advice of some seven fieldmen of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association and the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Journal, as well as the main office of the parent 
Association, in many ways, the success of these sales depends up- 
on the men immediately concerned. Some sales will be a success 
from the start, and others will be failures from the start, to ulti- 
mately drop from the list. Why is this, and what are the rules 
of success to follow? some youngster asks. 

“First, breed good cattle, then feed those good cattle, but last 
and just as important, sell the surplus from those cattle” is a rule 
laid down by one official a few years ago. Those three depart- 
ments are all about equally important in the success of a breeder. 
Some sales will be failures because the cattle aren’t there, no mat- 
ter how well fitted and advertised those cattle are. Other sales 
fail because the cattle are not fed either regularly or to fit them for 
the sale. Then, there will be some sales not advertised properly, 
though there is less of this than formerly. Those are the three main 
divisions of the business as a whole. Yet the business of selling 
pure bred cattle at auction is a highly specialized business and one 
not learned in a season. 

There are sales that have failed when all three of these items 
were strongly reinforced, and in studying sales and sale methods, 
young breeders would get these lessons. Breeders and sales get 
reputations, and those reputations, whether good or bad, quickly 
put their stamp upon the cattle going into the sales and being dis- 
tributed from them. Some one has said that it is just as impor- 
tant to know the men who have bred and owned the cattle all 
through the pedigree as it is to know the bulls and cows; we be- 
lieve it is more important from the sales studied. 

Does a breeder really know his cattle when they come into the 
ring? Can he say positively that Cow No. 6 is the cow for which a 
pedigree is shown in the catalog? Is her calf at side sired by the

bull claimcd? Is she rebred and if so to what bull? Has the tu- 
berculin test been applied and did she pass it; and will the seller 
take her back or refund auction price if she “goes down” on a 60 
day*retest? Has she aborted at any time, and will there be any 
cattle in the sale about which there will be any question as to their 
being able to reproduce? Will every animal offered be sold with- 
out any attempt to “bid in” when not selling high enough to suit 
owner ? 

These and dozens of other similar questions come up in connec- 
tion with your first sales, and their answers quickly put a breeder 
into his proper class and his sale is tagged by the breeders who 
buy at public auction accordingly. Reputations are made or lost 
quickly in the sale ring, and once they are lost, they can’t be brought 
back and repolished very easily. Remember, you chaps holding 
your first sales; ‘your first event in this line stamps you and your 
sale with an “O. K.” or an “N. G.” You will seli so many head of 
pure bred animals with “scraps of paper,” and those scraps of paper 
are just as valuable as your word, no more, no less. Look over 
the rise and fall of sales and herds and see.

THE URUGUAYANS ARE BACK: 
GIVE THEM EVERYTHING THEY WANT! 

The gentlemen from Uruguay, who last summer bought three 
head of our choicest young things, are back again, and already have 
picked out nine head and still’ want a few more. Furthermore, 
these are repeat orders from two of the gentlemen, and they 
brought along a new buyer with them. The right kind of cattle 
were sent the first time, and they were handled right, apparently. 
The United States Government took the gentlemen in hand when 
they landed in the United States, and the United States Government 
did business through the official record associations of the various 


breeds. The Breed Associations naturally had the good of the 
breeds at heart in every case, and the best lot of cattle for the oc- 
casion of this initial shipment to pioneer in a new country, were 
selected with a view to building a place for the breed tomorrow. 
The Government, the Associations and the individual breeders con- 
sulted were working for the business a hundred. years from now; 
not the business of 1919, 1920, or even of this decade. 

Heretofore, what few pure bred cattle were sent out of the 
United States to South America were bought by brokers on orders 
to buy “U. S. cattle with pedigrees,” and that’s about all the pro- 
fessional brokers bought and delivered. Mr. Burke of the Bureau 
of Markets is performing a great service for the U. S. Beef Breeds 
in the way he is handling this business, and the various record as- 
sociations are responding in a proper spirit. The Aberdeen-Angus 
is getting the fairest show in the invasion of a foreign market it 
ever had, and a fair chance is all the Doddie asks anywhere on this 
little old earth. Old Father Time will do the rest if they get into 
the hands of men who will give them even half a chance. 

Not every breeder has the kind of young stuff these men are 
looking for this time, as they are in a hurry and their itineraries 
are mapped out with a view to seeing the largest numbers of cat- 
tle in the shortest possible time for filling the order. Nine head 
from two Illinois herds this trip is a great compliment to both the 
State and to these two breeders. That doesn’t mean, however, 
that Indiana, lowa, Missouri, Tennessee, Minnesota, Michigan, 
Kansas, Nebraska, New York and other states haven’t already pro- 
duced cattle and have them available for this business. If our 
breeders can keep producing the geods, their turn will all come. 
As yet, and for many years, it will be merely a drop in the bucket 
of our trade. That drop will grow into a trickle if properly hand- 
led.

Review of Cattle Market for 1919 


An imposing array of new 
records, some of which were of 
a character that producers and 
the trade in general devoutly 
trust may never again be ap- 
proached, featured the live- 


stock market of 1919. 
In so far as the aggregate volume of business transacted at the 


leading market centers is ecncerned, it was the biggest year in trade 
history, but much of the combined increase of approximately 1,300,- 
000 head in receipts of cattle, hogs, and sheep at seven large west- 
ern markets was the result of liquidation, partially enforced by cli- 
matie vicissitude. Representing as It did, in part, a draft on future 
supplies, the, heavy movement can not be regarded, as the wish 
fathered by the present world’s needs would have it, in the light of 
increased production. 
increa p Cattle 

Exclusively of approximately 1,500,00 calves, seven western 
markets, Chicago, Kansas City.

ada, while St. Paui’s record cat- 
tle run and Omaha’s near-record 
supply were made possible by 
enforced liquidation. It is prob- 
able that a summer and fall run 
of cattle of such numbers as 
that of 1919 never before yield- 
ed as little beef. : 

It was not the northwestern cattle run alone that was deficient 
in point of beef tonnage, nor which alone showed evidences of liqui- 
dation and other changing conditions in the beef-producing industry. 
A marked diminution in the proportion of aged cattle, a record run 
of calves, and a greatly increased quota of warmed-up and short- 
fed stock from the big grain-feeding sections where practice - of 
feeding over long periods formerly had been prevalent—all evi- 
denced this liquidation and these changing conditions, and this was 
true not only at one but all market centers. Average weights of 
cattle reaching market centers decreased from 100 to 200 pounds 
from normal prewar standards. During the latter part of the year 
long-fed cattle practicaily disappeared, the high price of corn, other 
concentrates and hay having increased the cost of producing prime

run was larger by 800,000, the run for 1919 was numerically the big- 
gest on record. 

Rather than being indicative of well-maintained production, 
however, a study of conditions and the character of the run reveals 
evidences, scarcely open to dispute, that the contrary is the case. 
During the last half of the year western market hoppers groaned 
under an avalanche of bovine refugees, including many female cat- 
tle, young steers, and calves, from sections of the Northwest. 
drought conditions necessitating depletion of herds over a vast pas- 
toral region. Chicago received nearly a half-million cattle from the 
northwestern range country, including a big contribution from Can- 


beef to a degree that very few feeders had the temerity to face. 
Following a drought of three seasons’ duration in the South- 
west, the conditions encountered by stockmen of the Northwest the 
past year have, in trade opinion, reduced the country’s potential 
beef supply to an extent that will be refleced in diminished receipts 
from the Northwest for several years to come at best. Texas, under 
beef supply to an extent that will be reflected in diminished receipts 
small contributor to the marketward movement, making a strenuous 
effort to recuperate and being a free purchaser of breeding stock. 
both cattle and sheep. But in attempting to build up its depleted 
herds and flocks Texas misses the opportunity it long enjoyed to 
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depend upon Mexico as a prolific source of 
stocker supplies. 

From what source needed numbers of 
young cattle are coming during 1920 to re- 
stock farms and ranches that have been 
more or less depleted by the drain incident 
to war, by dry weather, by the fear of high 
feed bills and by a very material reduction 
in the grazing and hay producing area, is a 
question now puzzling the minds of many 
students of the situation. Small grains and 
sugar beets have taken possession of thou- 
sands of acres of former alfalfa country in 
the West while pasture and meadow area in 
the corn-belt and adjacent States has been 
cut down to grow wheat. The gradual ex- 
pansion of the tick-free area is swelling 
live-stock production in the Southern States, 
a region capable of great expansion in a 
live-stock way, and which is being looked 
upon as a section that will do much to re- 
lieve impending scarcity of meat animals. 

Among the outstanding features of the 
year’s cattle trade were the relatively high 
cost of stockers and feeders, the unpreced- 
ently wide range in prices and the violent 
fluctuations in values and demand. In an- 
ticipation of a continued broad export de- 
mand, grazers and feeders laid in cattle 
early in the year with apparently less re- 
gard for their cost than ever before. Dur- 
ing the first four months of the year, fat 
cattle sold high, weekly average prices of 
beef steers at Chicago ranging from around 
$15.75 to $16.50. Within this period stock- 
ers and feeding grades were being bought 
up eagerly at prices averaging within $4 to 
$5 per hundred pounds of average beef 
steer values, while pasture land was con- 
tracted at theretofore unheard-of prices. 
Then came demobilization and the termina- 
tion of Government meat contracts which 
cut off an immense demand for meat pro- 
ducts. Values fell with a thud and the 
slump was accelerated by producers’ anxi- 
ety, furthered by a soaring corn market, to 
unload stock laid in at a high cost. Corn 
sold at the highest prices of the year dur- 
ing the summer months, the advance being 
steady until August, when cash corn sold 
at Chicago up to $2.10. 

Top cattie, such as sold up to $20.40 at 
Chicago on the March high spot could not 
pass $16.40 at the best time in June, and 
the general average fell from about $16 in 
March down to about $13.50 in June. Early 
in July choice and prime cattle, by reason 
of the fact that they had become rareties at 
all market centers, showed a gradual upturn 
in values that culminated in new record 
prices for such specialties early in Decem- 
ber, when prime grades were in urgent de- 
mand for Christmas trade requirements. 
Sales were made in the pre-Christmas trade 
as high as $20 to $21.50, but the range in 
prices was the widest in trade history, com- 
mon light killing steers selling down to $8 
and comparatively few steers being good 
enough to pass $15 at the time when prime 
Christmas bullocks touched $21 or better.

Angus steers I ever fed, var Ya ee 
have more, in fact I have some back Ie > 
now that will attract attention when ss 
keted”, said A. A. Peterson of Holst. an 
Iowa, while at the Chicago market ye ae 
with a load of short-fed cattle. i 

His steers sold at $17.50, 
for their weight and the highe 
year for short-fed cattle, the 
feed lot only 120 days. 


“T like the Aberdeen-Angu 
well”, said Mr. Peterson. “They de 
the feed lot and their ability to put on 
makes the money for the feeder, The lot 
which I marketed, demonstrated what can 
be done with Aberdeen-Angus cattle they 
have the quality, give them the feed pi 
the returns will take care of themselves.” 

Mr. Peterson is a relatively young feed. 
er. His early experience was in feedin 
other breeds of cattle, but last September 
he went to Sioux City in quest of Aberdeen- 
Angus. He secured a load which averaged 
1076 pounds for which he paid $12.70, “A+ 
Chicago they averaged 1357 pounds, show- 
ing 281 pounds gain per head over purchase 
weights. This shows that while on feed 
they made gains amounting to about three 
pounds per day, because a shrink must be 
allowed from the buying point to the feed 
lot and then from the feed lot to the selling 
pens at Chicago. 


Immediately upon arrival at the farm, 
the cattle were started on full feed, getting 
a ration of shelled corn, oil meal and hay. 
The shelled corn was fed in a self-feeder, 
To each load of corn, amounting to 55 to 
60 bushels, two sacks of oil meal (200 lbs.), 
were added before being put into the feed- 
er. On this basis, the steers ate about one- 
half bushel of corn per day which contain- 
ed around two pounds of oil meal. 


“Will these cattle make any money”, 
Mr. Peterson was asked. “Well I should 
think they would”, was his reply. There 
was a margin of $4.80 between the cost and 
selling price, a net gain of 281 pounds be- 
tween the buying and selling weights. Dur- 
ing the time the cattle were fed, corn was 
worth only about $1.25 per bushel which 
brought the cost of the gains down to a 
relatively low level and allowed a good pro- 
fit on the venture. 

The ability of the cattle to take on 
weight was astonishing to the feeder. From 
a thin state to a choice grade in 120 days 
was the feature that looked good to the 
feeder. His cattle were the second highest 
of the day, one other lot selling higher, but 
he was well satisfied with his price as the 
cattle sold within $1.00 per cwt. of some 
others that had been fed twice as long. 

“Cattle that can be returned to market 
in the shortest time as a rule make the most 
moncy. The Angus did this for me and 
that is why I am going to handle more”, 
said Mr. Peterson.—Joseph Carroll.

rom Scotland before the end of Feb- 

ruary and assist in putting the finish on the 
sale arrangements. One noticable fall-down 
of the Michigan State college this year was 
their inability to find room for Mr. Scripps 
exhibition herd that he offered to send up. 
This was to include Edgar of: Dalmeny and 
two or three females. Whether the possibil- 
ity of offending rival beef breed interests 
or mere lack of initiative was responsible, 
was a question. The college people missed 
a chance to put itself on record as being 
with the beef breeders, however, at a time 
when it needed to do that very thing. _ 

The Editor was strongly impressed with 
the selection and inspection of cattle that 
are to go into the Saginaw sale. President 
Minty and Secretary Hathway decided that 
the draft should include two females for 
every bull, and F. J. Wilber was selected to 
see the cattle and pick them from the herds. 
And that is just what Mr. Wilber did, too. 
Some of you breeders and Fieldmen who 
have attempted to select cattle for a com- 
bination sale along those lines may be skep- 
tical, but this fellow started out with his 
plans and ideals and came through with a 
100 per cent victory. He looked at each 
man’s cattle who responded to the post-card 
invitation to nominate cattle for the sale, 
and after poljtely turning down what had 
been selected by the owners, he told them 
what he wanted from their herds and stuck 
with them till they agreed. As a result, we 
doubt if there was ever such a bunch of cat- 
tle selected for a state sale; certainly not a 
first sale. The best from Michigan’s best 
herds will go into that sale; the kind of 
cattle that every breeder contributing will 
want to buy. From the Scripps herd will 
come two heifers bred to Imp. Edgar of Dal- 
meny, sire of the Perth and Smithfield cham- 
pions. The Woodcote herd, which brought 
out the undefeated calf herd last season, has 
another pair of heifers from a herd with 
“nothing but Blackbirds and Trojan Ericas.” 
Then from the best herds, little and big, 
have been picked the best they had on hand, 
regardless of pedigree. There are a lot of 
choice pedigrees, and every animal picked 
was picked with the idea of going out for a 
new breeder and making him a permanent 
breeder and bringing back more business for 
future Michigan sales and very many con- 
tributing to this first sale. 

Michigan ought to have a gcod first 
sale, for the goods are going into that sale, 
and the boys are working together nicely. 
What few bolsheviki have sprung up in 
that state have been properly tagged and 
isolated, so that no harm can be done. With 
a show before the sale at which the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
will offer $50 in prize money and a Detroit 
packin~ firm another $25 for champion bull, 
buyers will have an opportunity to buy cat- 
tle on their merits as beef animals, whether 
they know or care anything about pedigree. 
Saginaw is the center of a section that has 
been absorbing quite a few Aberdeen-Angus, 
and lies at a point handy for the distribution 
of cattle to the great northern peninsula 
Where cattle are needed.

ure of £7,200. American breeders have sche 
enjoying prosperous times, and the past year 
has seen the establishment of numerous new 
herds, beside which the “home” increase of 
the year, of some sixty, sinks into insignif- 
icance. It is a good few years since export- 
ing on any considerable scale has taken 
place to the States, but it is growing more 
abundantly evident that ere long that coun- 
try will enter the market again for some of 
our best. More than once during the past 
twelve months orders were in hand for Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle for different parties in 
the United States and Canada; but first the 
spring outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
and then the subsequent outbreaks farther 
south, have prevented the carrying out of 
these orders. If conditions were favourable 
and remained so for some time, we feel con- 
fident that American breeders would soon 
make their presence felt in the British mar- 
kets of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The resumption of the shows caught a 
good many of the breeders unprepared, but 
at most of the leading engagements Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle were well represented, 
Close on forty entries made quite a good dis- 
play for the Royal, made up, as it was, en- 
tirely by representatives of English herds. 
For the championship of the show there were 
drawn out the two-year-old Etrurian of 
Bleaton, the property of Captain Scott, Buck- 
land Manor, and bred by Mr. Marshall, of 
Bleaton; the second prize-winner in the same 
class, Sir George Cooper’s Elector of Hurs- 
ley, which was acquired during the show- 
time for a client in Argentina; and Captain 
Seott’s four-year-old Proud George, bred by 
Mr. Reid, of Auchterarder, and formerly 
stock bull in Lord Allendale’s herd. It will 
thus be seen that the strength of the section 
lay in the male classes. Captain Scott won 
handsomely with one of the finest specimens 
of the breed ever set before a judge—so 
handsomely, in fact, that he carried the bat- 
tle into the homeland of the breed, and won 
breed championshi~ at the Edinburgh High- 
land, a good reserve being there provided for 
him in Mr. James Whyte’s yearling bull Per- 
inthian. At the Royal Northern Show at Ab- 
erdeen the leader in the aged bull class, as 
also the best of his sex, was Mr. George 
Cran’s Eclipse II of Morlich, which was ac- 
quired for export to the United States, but 
the breed champion was Mr. J. F. Cum- 
ming’s perfect show cow Juaniva Erica.
